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PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 
BASED ON FAILURE TO RECEIVE NOTICE TO FILE MISSING PARTS 

Commissioner: 

In response to the Notice of Abandonment mailed September 4, 2002 and pursuant to the 
Manual of Patent Examining Procedure §71 1.03(c), Applicant hereby petitions for withdrawal of 
the holding of abandonment based on a failure to receive the Notice to File Missing Parts. Attached 
is Part 2 of the Notice of Abandonment.
